Reasons for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a video data processing method and apparatus that 
generates a trick play stream using frame-to-frame prediction. The independent claims 1 and 6 
identify the uniquely distinct feature " generating step of generating the trick plav 
stream by generating repeat pictures displaying content identical to the extracted 
intra-frame coded pictures and adding the repeat pictures following the intra- 
frame coded pictures with the modified coding parameter, the intra-frame coded 
pictures with the modified coding parameter being selected in their order of data 
transfer according to said reproducing speed and reproducing direction ." The 
closest prior arts Lin (US Pat. No. 7,469,011), Suzuki (US G PUB 2005/0163478), Lin (US PG 
PUB 2004/0223736), Inoue (US Pat. No. 6,011,663), either singularly or in combination fail to 
anticipate or render the above limitation obvious.
